NEW YORK newspaper writer who geneially docs 


good thinking submits the follow ing 


"Talent is ability to live strenuously, to study, to read, 


to think, to apply yourself with energ) " 


"That is the definition of talent given by Elfonora 


Duse, the gifted and famous actiess, and we have never 
seen a better one. 


"Brains that are without energy to back them achieve 


little or nothing for their posesior. We cannot all have 
talent of course. No amount of striving will gain the 'di- 
vine spark' for any one who has been born without It." 


The definition Is good but when that writer says, "We 


cannot all have talent of course " he contradicts all that is 
conveyed in the definition, for Is not the "divine spark" 
that is found in him who handles the pick or hoe' Have 
we not all the ability to read, to think, to study, to apply 
purselves with energy? If not to what must we charge the 
lacking9 And if those things constitute talent, then may 
we not all be talented' If the denlnttion Is good then the 
'definition of the above writer is bad, but we incline to the 
belief that the definition is good 


Among our great writers and thinkers, among all 


our poets and philosophers whose names and utterances 
are entitled to a place In memory, there Is but one who has 
admitted that, that what man has done, man may not do, 
and almost all are agreed that there Is no talent or genius 
unless accompanied by hard work. We all have the power 
'to work mentally as we have the power to work phlslcally, 
•and as the arm of the blacksmith grows stronger as he 
pounds the iron on the anvil, so does the mind of the 
thinker as he continues to think, the mind of the poet be- 
comes more volatile and versatile as he continues to com- 
pose, and them ind of the philosopher continues to become 
more adept and profound as he dives deeper each hour 
Into the mysteries of the unknown 


It is wrong to seek to impress upon the mind of our 


-youth that he has a greater or less chance in the race at 
life than has anothtr If he beiomes imbued with the idea 
that he is brighter than others, that heaven has confered 
upon him special favor, his genius for toil telaxea andjn 
time he falls by the wayside, through lack of energy, de- 
termination, industry and application 
On the other hand, 


If >ou make the child believe thiit heaven has been unkind

LOS ANGELES, Jan. 16.—The
